Jesus said of His disciples, 
“They are notof the world, even 
as I am not of the world.’’ John 
17:16. He did not want them 
taken out of the world, but kept 
from evil. They had not yet re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost, and yet 
He told them they were not of 
the world. If they, who had not 
received the Pentecostal bap- 
tism, could be free from worldli- 
ness, how much more ought we 
who have been baptized with the 
Holy Ghost, be entirely separa- 
ted from worldliness. True they 
were in the world, but kept from 
the evil. Se wearein the world, 
but Paul exhorts us to ‘‘Abstain 
from all appearance of evil.’’ 
‘Strait is the gate and narrow is 
the way that leadeth unto life.’”’ 
There are no provisions made or 
given fora loose, careless, half- 
hearted christian experience. 
Paul commands to ‘‘Set your af- 
fection onthingsabove...and your 
lifeis hid with Christin God.’’ Col. 
3:2, 3. It means much to bea real 
christian, following in His steps. 
Enoch was in the world, yet the 
world had little attractions for 


him. He had God for his com 
panion, and walked with Him 
rather than to associate with 
worldly companions. Excuses 
are given sometimes for associa- 
ting with worldly and evil com- 
panions, because they have no 
one to associate with whoisa 
devoted christian. Better follow 
Enoch’s example. Better have 
no companion or associate than 
one that is worldly and evil. 
“Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
gether with unbelievers,’’ 2 Cor. 
5:14, means a complete separa- 
tion. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. Separated unto God 
is the standard. A man can wade 
or swim in water, and as long as 
he is able to breathe the air 
which is above the water he can 
live; but let him sink beneath 
the surface of the water, and 
the water rush into his lungs and 
he will drown. A christian can 
wade about in this world, and as 
long as he breathes the heavenly 
atmosphere which is above the 
world he will live; but let him 
drop where he is unable to get 
this heavenly atmosphere, and 
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he will lose his christian experi- 
ence. We confess we are “‘Stran- 
gers and pilgrims on the earth. 
For they that say such things 
declare plainly that they seek a 
country. And truly, if they had 
been mindful of that country 
from whence they came out, they 
might have had opportunity to 
have returned. But now they 
desire a better country, that is, 
an heavenly: Wherefore God is 
not ashamed to be called their 
God: for he hath prepared for 
_them a city.’”’ Heb. 11:13-16. 
He evidently is ashamed of a 
large number of people who 
claim Him as their God because 
they are conformed to this world, 
when He means for them to be 
conformed tothe image of His 
Son. Rom. 8:29. The standard 
for christian living here in this 
world is very high. We must 
not, yea we cannot lower it. The 
standard is fixed, and cannot be 
lowered. Men give their ideas, 
opinions, and teachings, that are 
lower, but the Word of God re- 
mains the same. Shows, carni- 
vals, theaters, dancing halls, 
card parties, socials, ice cream 
festivals, etc., are no places for 
those who claim Jesus as their 
Savior and example. He was in 
the world but not of the world. 
He had constant communion with 
His Father. We must be the 
same way if we would expect 
His approbation. He is our ex- 
ample, and we must walk in His 
steps. There isa fellowship and 
communion with Him: there is a 
nearness and likeness to Him we 
can obtain only by a deep conse- 
cration to Him and a complete 
separation from the world.

many large towns and cities, without 
a witness for Christ.
